The pre- 
ceding year had seen a marked 
improvement in ithe operations of 
the department, with the help be- 
ing made to get to work as iif they 
were working for a private busi- 
ness and with the whole efficiency 
of the department being tuned up, 

Before town meeting that year 
the Board got together with the 
finance committee and the Taxpay- 
ers’ association directors. Ag a 
result of that discussion the town 
meeting voted to buy not one new 
truck, not two new trucks but a 
fleet of five. It was a large initial 
expenditure, but the officials hoped 
that it would prove an investment 
yielding a return in the form of 
lower operating costs. 

Their expectations have ‘been 
more than justified. Last year 
alone the trucks more than paid 
for their initial cost, with a saving 
over hired trucks of $7,835.71, in- 
cluding a depreciation allowance 
of $1,/500 figured on a four-year 
washout. The labor on the trucks, 
and the maintenance cost (gas, oil, 
tires, repairs, etc.) totalled 
$8,942.29, and with depreciation 
the total chargeable cost was $10,- 
442.29. Wiguring the cost of pri- 
vately hired trucks to do the work 
dione last year by the town trucks, 
the total comes to $18,278, or 
$7,835.71 over the town truck cost.

the amount of gas and oil used, 
the repair costs, mileage, hours 
used, etc. Each truck was used 
an average of 2465 hours for an 


average mileave of 14,380. The 
average gasoline iconsumption wa 
2129 gallons, with the miles per 
gal'on ranging from 6.8 to 7.2. 
Average gasoline cost was $222. 

One of the most amazing figures 
is the oil consumption, the trucks 
averaging in a year’s time only 16.3 
quarts each. With the ordinary 
car changing oil every 1200 miles 
or 0, the oil consumption would 
have been around 60 quarts, and 
the cost a good deal more than the 
$1.98 averaged by these trucks. 
This saving is made by the use of 
filters. 

Other costs, averaged, were: 
Repairs, $105.55; tires, batteries, 
$47.62; miscellaneous, $21,21. 

The operating costs per anile 
vary ‘between .02 and .036. The la- 
bor cost varies between .089 and 
.143. Not taken into consideration 
is the fact that with the town dri- 
vers working during loading opera- 
tions, much more value is received 
than from the money paid to pri- 
vate drivers on private ‘trucks, for 
they were loath to work.

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Six Departments 
Fight Mill Blaze 


The (Boston express out of Port- 
land left on the dot of 5.40 Sunday 
evening. Everything proceeded 
smoothly, with the passengers look- 
ing forward to making cennections 
in Boston on time. Three Snow 
trains, bearing a horde of would- 
have-been skiers-had-there-been-any 
snow, shushed onto the main line 
after the express went by. In Law- 
rence an express to Boston waited 
patiently to start off at 8.08. Out 
of Boston at 6.10 an express start- 
ed on its journey to Portland. 
About an hour later a local left 
for Lawrence and Haverhill. Also 
shunted onto the mainline was a 
freight. Portland-bound out of 
Mechanicsville. 


Nobody on those expresses had 
the least idea that they would 
stop in Andover. After all there 
was no way in which those board- 
ing the express in Portland at 
5.40 could know that box 56 was 
sounding in Andover at just about 
that same time, that box 28 sum- 
moned Ballardvale’s department a 
few minutes later, that within a 
half hour or so apparatus was to 
descend on the town from Law- 
rence, Haverhill, North Andover, 
North Reading, Reading and Me- 
thuen. There was no way that any 
of them could know that of the 13 
lines of hose which squirmed their 
way toward the Plastex Corpor- 
ation plant three or four would 
cross the railroad tracks and tie 
up B. & M. traffic for a good two 
hours. 

(But there was a way in which 
hundreds of other people heard 
about it. At 6.30 the radio news 
flash poured forth its cryptic 
story: ‘Serious fire in Andover, 
22 mill buildings endangered, 
rapidly going out of control.” Then 
the rush started. From every- 
where they seemed to come, in 
cars, on foot. Traffic was all tied 
up. Staite police were called in; 
Lawrence sent over some extras. 
All available Andover officers, re- 
serves, provisionals, were pressed 
into service, As far down as 
Stevens street, as far up as the 
Hill, officers diverted traffic from 
the fire area already crowded with 
parked cars. Special officer John 
Campbell was at ‘the railroad sta- 
tion which was mobbed with on-

School street.’’ Alderman Thomas 
Galvin, public safety head of Law- 
rence, arrived with the first piece 
and immediately sent back for four 
more, including the new aerial lad- 
der truck. All set for a quiet even- 
ing at the radio, the fire chief of 
Wellesley heard the broadcast; 
35 minutes later he was here. 


Newspapermen from _ surround- 
ing towns rushed to Andover. 
Camera flashes went off so fre- 
quently that they got on fireman 
Bill Collins’ nerves.

a cameraman. Photographing a 
fire is a difficult job, for several

The fire of itself was a bad one.

But 
every one of these was put out 
immediately, with but little dam- 
age, thanks to the watchfulness of 
the firemen. It was like a checker- 
game in which your opponent has 
you covered; no matter in which 
way the flames jumped, they were 
licked. 

There was also some private fire 
prevention work. Residents even 
as far away as Central _ street 
played water on their homes be- 
cause of the sparks which the 
wind was carrying across fields, 
streets and houses. 

One of the chief worries of the 
firemen was tthe presence of two 
large tanks, 2,000 gallons each, of 
naphtha stored under the cement 
floor of the burning building. Po- 
lice kept spectators at a distance 
for fear of an explosion, but con- 
stant dousing of the floor prevent- 
ed this. It was well into the night 
before any of the visiting depart- 
ments could feel free to leave the 
blaze.

Lessons From a Fire 

Sunday night’s fire proved sev- 
eral things to the people of An- 
dover. One was that the Board of 
Selectmen made no mistake in 
putting the worries of the fire de- 
partment on the shoulders of the 
new chief, Ed Buchan. His im- 
mediate sensing of ithe potentii- 
alities of the blaze, and his equally 
as immediate summoning of extra 
help gave ample evidence of his 


ability to fill the position as it 
should be filled. 

When we say “immediate sum- 
moning of extra help,’ we mean 
that his decision was made imme- 
diately. We do not mean that the 
help was summoned immediately, 
because there was no ‘phone near 
at hand to accomplish this end. 
The nearest house with a *phone 
was quite far away, and the occu- 
pants were at the fire. AS a re 
sult some of the calling was done 
from uptown, necessitating a de- 
lay. Had the town a two-way radio 
system as is advocated in one of

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the articles for the coming town 
meeting, it would have been a 
simple matter for the chief to hop 
in the police car and call the sta- 
tion via short-wave radio. In this 
and in many other ways, the two- 
way system would prove very valu- 
able. 

Another thing proved was that 
the town would make no mistake 
in purchasing the proposed aerial 
ladder truck, Had Andover had an 
aerial ladder Sunday night it could 
have driven in close to the blaze 
and several lines could have 
poured water from above the blaze 
into the middle of it. With the 
equipment we had there, it was 
necessary to stand below the fire 
and pour through windows with 
much less effect than the other 
method would have. 

There is also a real need for ad- 
ditional call men in Andover, men 
working fairly near the station 
and free to answer box alarms at 
any time. On ‘Monday night the 
finance committee and the Taxpay- 
ers’ association directors  dis- 
cussed this problem, with the sug- 
gestion that some of the larger 
employers allow two or three of 
their men to become members of 
the call department and then al- 
low them to leave their work when 
the alarm rings. Some of these 
employers were present, and ex- 
pressed a sincere willingness to 
help this way. 


Street Acceptances 
Cause Of Dissension 


One of the fiercest fights in 
town meeting this year promises 
to come over the acceptance of 
streets. Of the many which have 
come up before tthe Board of Sur- 
vey only three shave been ap- 
proved, and of these only two have 
been laid out by the selectmen. 
According to town counsel Arthur 
Sweeney, unless these two boards 
have given their approval, any 
town meeting approval will have 
no legal standing. 

Under this ruling, any talk on 
the subject at town meeting will 
be just a waste of time. How- 
ever, some of the petitioners are 
planning to seek other legal ad- 
vice, in the belief that since the 
statute is a new one with no prece- 
dents to aid in its interpretation, 
court action might overrule the 
town counsel. 

The survey board, which was 
formerly the selectmen, but under 
the new law is the planning board, 
must approve the plan of the 
street, and this plan must live up 
to certain regulations. Following 
this step, the selectmen lay out 
the street, and then the rest is up 
to the town meeting, 

Approval has been given by the 
survey board only to the Johnson 
acres article, the Foster Circle 
acceptance, and the Elm court ac- 
ceptance. The last one, however, 
is not being laid out by the select- 
men because some of the abutters 
are objecting. According to the 
town counsel’s ruling then the 
town meeting may legally approve 
only Cheever Circle and Foster 
Circle. 

The wording of some of the ar- 
ticles in the warrant is erroneous, 
in that they state ‘as approved 
by the ‘Board of Survey.” The Elm 
Court article includes the word- 
ing, “laid out by the selectmen,” 
and this is not yet so. Erroneous 
wording appears in the following 
articles: Highland avenue, Ice- 
land road, Moraine street, and Brad- 
ley avenue,
